NOTICE OF ALLOWANCE 

Claims 1, 2, 4-10, 12, and 14-23 were allowed in the Office Action entered on 2 June 
2010 and 7 September 2010. 

A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set forth in 
37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after allowance or after an Office action under Ex 
Parte Quayle, 25 USPQ 74, 453 O.G. 213 (Comm'r Pat. 1935). Since this application is eligible 
for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.1 14, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) has been 
timely paid, prosecution in this application has been reopened pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. 
Applicant's submission filed on 7 December 2010 has been entered. 

Claims 1, 2, 4-10, 12, and 14-23 are allowed. 

Information Disclosure Statement 

1. The information disclosure statement (IDS) submitted on 7 December 2010 was filed 
after the mailing date of the Notice of Allowance on 2 June 2010. The submission is in 
compliance with the provisions of 37 CFR 1.97. Accordingly, the information disclosure 
statement is being considered by the examiner. 

2. Certain citations have been lined through because the corresponding references cannot be 
located among the papers submitted with the IDS. These references have not been considered by 
the Examiner. 
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3. Regarding the 7 December 2010 Information Disclosure Statement ("the IDS"), the 
Examiner respectfully submits the following observations: 

a) The IDS document contains 36 pages of citations of foreign patent documents and non- 
patent literature. 

b) The IDS includes citation of approximately 252 Non-Patent Literature References . 

c) The Examiner has considered the first 20 references and is unable to ascertain their 
relevance to the current claimed invention. For example, the first cited reference, WIPO 
Publication WO 95/32478 titled "Integrated Circuit Having Programmable Analog 
Functions and Computer Aided Techniques for Programming the Circuit" by Klein 
appears to be unrelated to the claimed invention in this application. 

4. Therefore, the Examiner respectfully submits that: 

a) The IDS identifies an unusually large number of references, representing an unusually 
large volume of technical disclosure. The Examiner is unable to reasonably determine 
the full scope of the teachings found in these references. 

b) It is unclear how the references cited on the IDS are "material to the patentability" to 
the pending claims in this application. It is unclear how the references cited on the IDS 
are relevant to the disclosed invention in this application. 

5. In conclusion, the Examiner has made a reasonable effort to consider the references cited 
on the IDS, but is unable to determine the full scope of the teachings found in those references. 
The Examiner is unable determine how the references cited on the IDS are relevant or material to 
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the patentability of the pending claims. Nevertheless, as indicated above, the Examiner has 
considered the IDS and has provided an initialed copy of the forms PTO-1449. 

Reasons for Allowance 

6. An Examiner's statement of reasons for allowance is found in the 2 June 2010 Notice of 
Allowance.
